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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the reference 
Cosatto(US 6,654,018) does not teach judgment of when the first image information does not satisfy prescribed conditions, second 
generation means generates second image information according to the facial expression of the face of a subject based on utterances. 
However, it is described in the applicant's Specification on page 10 paragraph 0018 from lines 22-27 to page 11 lines 1-4 that prescribed 
conditions are deviations in characteristic points in frames during animation, therefore Cosatto teaches performing a judgment of whether 
an image or frame in animation does not satisfy a prescribed condition, such as a deviation in the animation transition in column 6 lines 6- 
13 and lines 48-65, in which the second image or successive frame of animation is generated based on the previous utterances or 
phonemes that that enables the animated face to produce continuously smooth phonemes. 
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
